  14   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  15  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

  18   (a) A circuit court or the District Court may: 
 
  19    (1) impose a sentence for a specified time and provide that a lesser time 
  20  be served in confinement; 
 
  21    (2) suspend the remainder of the sentence; and 
 
  22    (3) EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN SUBSECTIONS (B) AND (C) OF THIS SECTION, 
  23  order probation for a time longer than the sentence but not longer than: 
 
  24     (i) 5 years if the probation is ordered by a circuit court; or 
 
  25     (ii) 3 years if the probation is ordered by the District Court. 
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   1   (b) The court may extend the probation beyond the time allowed under 
   2  subsection (a) of this section if: 
 
   3    (1) the defendant consents in writing; and 
 
   4    (2) the extension is only for making restitution. 
 
   5   (C) IF THE DEFENDANT IS CONVICTED OF A VIOLATION OF § 3-303, § 3-304, § 
   6  3-305, § 3-306, § 3-307, OR § 3-602 OF THE CRIMINAL LAW ARTICLE INVOLVING A 
   7  VICTIM WHO IS A MINOR, THE COURT MAY ORDER PROBATION FOR A TIME LONGER
